Capitol Hill is betting it will 


be asked

sonu> degree of U. S. manpower 
buildup in Vietnam—whether it 
is the 200,000 additional troops 
that have been the subject of fu- 
rious speculation or a much 
smaller number. 


And apart from any U.S. 


build-up, a big bill is expected 
for replacement and upgrading 
of equipment for allied forces as 
well as those of this country. 


In combination with even a 


modest increase in U.S. man- 
power commitment, such a ex* 
penditure would jump the pros- 
pective deficit so far beyond the 
$go billion mart that the basj. 
cally conservative objectors to a 
surtax on Ways and Means 
probably would bow to the de- 
mand for additional revenues. 


The administration so far has 


tried to make its cgse for the 
surtax almost entirely on eco- 
nomic grounds, arguing the dan- 
ger of inflation and the shaking 
of confidence abroad in the dol- 
lar. Such arguments lack the 
impact that a straight appeal 
for a war ta* wouJd. have.

Testi- 
mony by a doctor is useful in only 
a limited class of cases. 


As for writing words down, that 


;reduces the jury's ability to discern 
whether or not the witness is telling 
the truth. 


Because of these conflicting con- 


siderations, the law has usually 
avoided laying down any hard-and- 
fast rules. Instead, the trial judge is 
given broad discretion, After all, he 
is in the best position to decide 
which procedure, under the par- 
ticular circumstances, makes the 
most sense.

Therc is ofity ohc event in 
which a track coach fttlghl 
shout to his pupil, "Walk — 
don't rim," but then the sport 
of walking Is an unusual one 
anyway—with all softs of un- 
usual guys competing. 


Some Wear funny hats, some 


wear beards. All of them wob* 
ble from side to side, arms 
swinging, heads bobbing and 
weaving, cadh face reflecting 
the wish to break into a dead 
run and whoosh right by the 
other athletes. 


For the fans, the walking 


event is a good time to have a 
few laughs or go stand In line 
for hot dogs, During some 
track meets and at the Olym- 
pics, the long-distance walkers 
usually take a lap around the 
stadium track, then head out 
Into town for the remainder 
of the stroll, finishing up back 
at the stadium to a round of 
applause. At least they get 
encouragement during those 
last few steps. 


America hasn't p r o d u c e d 
many outstanding competitive 
walkers. In i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
meetSj the U.S. guys usually 
come in about 732nd. After 
competing in the 1964 Olympic 
trials, one athlete was given a 
ticket for jaywalking. 


Although a career as a long- 


distance walker doesn't appeal 
to many men, it's one sport 
that exercises every muscle in 
the body and is also demand- 
ing, The walker must heel and 
toe as fast as he can without 
breaking into a run. Most 
walkers are former distance 
runners who still enjoy strid- 
ing for the tape. 


Ronald Zinn of Orland Park, 


111., was one of them. While at 
the U.S. Military Academy, he 


lettered In track and dfos$> 
country running. He also set 
foui 
1 American walking fe« 
cords from two to five miles. 
In the I960 Olympics, he fin- 
ished 19lh IH the ao-kilometer 
race (over 12 miles), highest 
ever by an American, 


Sound unimpressive? Then 


try on a statistic for size. In 
1962, he established the U.S. 
Indoor record for one mile* 
walking the distance in six 
minutes, 18 seconds. Most 
guys can't even run It that 
fast. 


Upon graduation from West 


Point, Zinn was commissioned 
as a lieutenant and continued 
In competition. At the Tokyo 
games, he earned prestige for 
the U.S. track team by taking 
sixth place In the 20-kilometer 
race. He was nominated by 
the AAU for the S u l l i v a n 
award the following year. 


At 26, Ron Zlnn looked for- 


ward to the M e x i c o City 
Games and the possibility of 
becoming the first American 
ever to win a medal in his 
sport. But his destination lay 
not with the '68 Olympians but 
with the 173d Airborne Bri- 
gade. In May of 1965, he was 
sent to Vietnam. Two months 
later, he was killed in action.

I Get from Baseball 


POMPANO BEACH, Fla.—(NEA)--Soliloquy by Frank 


Oliver Howard, who is known as Hondo and has signed a 
contract for more money than any baseball player in the 
history of Washington, D.C.: 


"In baseball, it's not how much you made that counts, but 


how much you saved. There's nothing else when you're 
through. I'm not talking about superstars. There are only 
five, six of them. A superstar can do five things great. I 
could do two of them—hit with power and throw. And after 
I hurt my arm, I could do only one. 


"I am just an ordinary run of guy. They're going to forget 


me the day I'm through playing. So I want to give my 
family security. 


"But I can make a living in baseball. I can be a damn 


good ballplayer. I never tried to kid myself. I need the 
money I get from baseball," 


(Note: Frank Howard has five children and also works in 


the winter as a salesman for a Green Bay, Wis., paper 
company. He would like to sit down some day with Vince 
Lombardi and talk about the psychology of being a profes- 
sional athlete. When he was holding out, George Selkirk, the 
general manager of the Senators, said contemptuously he 
could not run, throw or field.) 


Continued Howard: 
"I thought it was a general manager talking. I'd be lying 


if 1 didn't say 1 was hurt. I'm no defensive genius, but 1 don't 
hurt the club. I'm not the greatest player in the world, but 
I'm damn sure not the worst. I think I deserve what I'm 
getting. Or let 'em get somebody else to play left field. 


"I handle my negotiations as a gentleman. He wrote me a 


letter before I came down here and apologized if I took what 
was written in the newspapers seriously. 


"If I thought I was holding 'em (the Senators) up or stuck 


a gun to their heads, I would have signed right away. I don't 
use a lawyer or an agent. I've been negotiating for myself 
all my life. I made my own living as a kid in Columbus, 
Ohio. I shined shoes, set pins in a bowling alley, caddie;!, 
repaired lawns. Started working soon as I could walk, 


"We're jiving in the highest period of prosperity in our 


nation. You're my boss. 
I like to feel you have enough 


respect to pay me what I'm worth. I'm 31 years old and 
going into my ninth year in the majors. I've had two out' 
standing seasons. No, let's say last summer was just a good 
year. If I hadn't got hurt at the All-Star break—I twisted my 
knee and ankle—it would have been outstanding. I had 24 
home runs at that point, and I'm sure I would have had 42 to 
•J5. 


"I think home runs. That's my job. Gil Hodges was disap- 


pointed in me the years I hit .289 and .278. He came to me 
and said, 'You're a funny guy, Frank- Npbody can reach 
you.' 


"And maybe that's true. I've never depended on too many 


people. 
»Vou like it here,' Gil said, 'you do it my way.' 


Helluva man and helluva manager. He spread my stance 
and told me to put the ball in the air more. With my power, 
the homers would fall in- Gil said, my average wouldn't 
suffer if J get it right. My average went down, but that's 
because I didn't get it entirely right." 


(Note; Frank Howard batted .256 for Washington last year, 


but hit 36 homers and drove in 89 runs.) 


"Jim kempn, our new manager, has the same ideas about

ecutive branch, and Congress 
loves It. 


In Its most recent annual re- 


port, GAO claimed its activities 
saved the taxpayers $1&0.1 mil- 
lion. 


Some activities of the federal 


government, however, are ex* 
empt from GAO audit. The su- 
persecret Central Intelligence 
Agency and National Security 
Agency are, for obvious rea- 
sons. 


But some Congress members 


question why the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the office of 
the comptroller of the currency 
are shielded frrrrm GAO scruti- 
ny. 


The Fed and the comptroller's 


office are two of the three prin- 
cipal agencies that supervise 
banks. The third is the Federal 
Deposit insurance Corp., which 
Insures bank deposits. 


GAO looks into the affairs of 


FDIC, but has feuded for years 
with that agency over withhold- 
ing from its scrutiny some In- 
formation FDIC says it must 
keep confidential, 


The issue of broader GAO ac- 


cess to the workings of the bank 
supervisory agencies has boiled 
up at hearings by the House 
Banking Committee on the qual- 
ity of bank supervision. 


Comptroller General Elmer 


B. Staats testified GAO cannot 
make a meaningful audit of 
FDIC under the present restric- 
tions. Faced with these, he said, 
a private auditing firm would 
withdraw. 


Specifically, Staats said, "we

Staats'^ testimony understand- 


ably got a friendly reception 
from Chairman Wright Pitman, 
D-Tex., of the Banking Commit- 
tee whose suspicion of big banks 
and feud with the Federal Re- 
serve are legend In Congress.

Fowler told the Senate Fi- 


nance Cofnirclttee Tuesday no 
decision has been made 'on any 
big manpower addition to the 
war, zoiie. But he added that If it 
comes about, the administration 
will heed more than the 10 per 
cent tax surcharge it has al* 
ready requested. 


Charles J. Zwtck, director of 


the Budget Bureau, said sending 
200,000 more men to Vietnam 
could cost $4 billion. 


Although the administration 


hasn't abandoned economic ar- 
guments for the surcharge, the 
emphasis on Vietnam require* 
ments appeared designed to win 
friends for the proposal In Con- 
gress and among the public by 
appealing to patriotism and sac- 
rifice at home. 


Fowler made his strongestbld 


so far to get the surcharge la* 
beled a war tax. 


Some 
Congress members 


complained last year the admin- 
istration lost its chance to win 
quick approval of the surcharge 
.by not calling It a war tax—a 
term understandable (o every- 
one. 


There was some sentiment 


among administration advisers 
for using the war-tax label. But 
when 
President Johnson sent 


the measure to Congress he 
dwelled mostly on such issues 
as 
inflation, availability of 


mortgage money and the need 
to counter a rise in Interest 
rates. 


Responding to a question by 


Sen. 
Vance Hartke, 
D-Ind., 


Fowler told the Finance Com- 
mittee he does not believe there 
Will be a need for wage, price 
and credit controls. 


But Fowler said If more men 


are sent to Vietnam, he would 
favor an entirely new fiscal 
package, Including deeper cuts 
In domestic spending In addition 
to higher taxes "or a combina- 
tion of both." 


Fowler said he favors a pend- 


ing bill to extend excise taxes 
on autos and telephone service. 


The Treasury chief also said 


he would support a plan by Sen.

In an Interview In his Fifth Ave- 
nue apartment In New York. 


In campaigning for the New 


Hampshire and Wisconsin prl- 
triaries, Nixon repeatedly said, 
"We will end the war In Viet- 
nam find win the peace in the 
Pacific." 


Asked if he intends this as a 


pledge, Nixon replied emphati- 
cally, "It's a pledge." 


He added, "I have no magic 


formula, no gimmick. If i had a 
gimmick I would tell Lyndon 
Johnson. That would be a moral 
obligation. 


"But I do have some specific 


Ideas on how to end the war. 
They are primarily In the diplo- 
matic area." 


He said he considers the 


chances "60 to 40 against" the 
possibility that the North Viet- 
namese will agree to come to 
the conference table before the 
national elections next Novem- 
ber.
